Stantec Tower. 

New 62-storey building 
in arena district 
set to be highest in 
Edmonton's history

The future for Edmonton 
engineering firm Stantec is 
looking way, way up as the 
company announced Tuesday 
it would take up residence in 
a new 62-storey tower in the 
arena district. 

The tower will rise 224 
metres from the comer of 102 
Avenue and 103 Street and is 
expected to include 26 floors 
and 320 residential units. 

Built by the Katz Group 
and WAM Developments, the 
tower will be the tallest in the 
city’s histoiy and among the 
tallest in Western Canada. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
new structure will become an 
iconic fixture on the city’s sky¬ 
line. 

“This is wonderful news for 
our city. This is going to be a 


signature building,” he said. 
“It’s going to change the sky¬ 
line forever.” 

Darren Durstling, president 
and CEO of WAM Develop¬ 
ments, said there is the possi¬ 
bility of adding two additional 
floors, as well as creating a cap 
to the building that could raise 
the final height. 

“With us doing something 
really iconic at the top, I think 
you are going to see the height 
we have quoted as being on 
the low side,” he said. 

Daiyl Katz said the invest¬ 
ment in the district is proof 
that the arena deal is working 
for the city. 

“It says that we developed a 
viable P3 model with the city 
and hopefully it is a model that 
can work in other places,” he 
said. 

Bob Gomes, president and 
CEO of Stantec, said the com¬ 
pany is excited to work with 
the arena district developers to 
build something truly special. 

“It’s a shared vision of do¬ 
ing something that has never 
been done in the city, some¬ 
thing spectacular,” he said. 

Constmction is expected to 
start this fall, with an opening 
in 2018.

What started as a Monday 
afternoon walk through 
Waterton Lake National Park 
took a shocking turn when 
a St. Albert teenager was at¬ 


tacked by a cougar. 

Park officers had received 
reports of a cougar from hik¬ 
ers on the Lalceshore trail, ac¬ 
cording to the park’s resource 
conservation manager, Dennis 
Madsen, 

“We sent a couple of of¬ 
ficers down to investigate,” 
Madsen said. 

As the officers patrolled 
the area by boat, they received 
word that the cougar had ap¬ 
proached a second group of 
hikers and attacked. 

“The officers proceeded 
straight to the trail head and 
down the trail, and one of the 
officers came across the cou¬ 
gar,” Madsen said. 


The victim, 16-year-old 
Mylcaela Belter, was on a hike 
with her family when she 
heard a noise in the trees. 

“My sister and I were slight¬ 
ly apart from the group, walk¬ 
ing in front,” Mylcaela recalled 
Tuesday. “We were talking and 
laughing and being noisy. 

“I passed a bush and it 
rustled, and when I turned to 
look, a cougar jumped out and 
it grabbed my side and lower 
back.” 

Mylcaela’s mother Jackie 
wasn’t with her family at the 
time but said she received 
word via text shortly after¬ 
ward. 

“We’ve never come in con¬ 


tact with a cougar before,” 
said Jackie. “Usually when we 
go, we stay on the major trails. 
I’m definitely more hesitant 
now.” 

Mylcaela has some scratch¬ 
es but is fine after having 
them looked at in hospital. 

Madsen said that although 
the park has a healthy cougar 
population, it’s rare for them 
to approach humans. 

“They don’t like people, so 
for a cougar to come onto the 
trail and approach people, it’s 
very unusual behavior.” 

Following the attack, wild¬ 
life officers tracked down the 
cougar and killed it.

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Pot poll. Majority of 
Albertans support 
legalization of marijuana 


A new poll has found that 
slightly more than half of Alber¬ 
tans support the legalization 
of marijuana and seven-in-10 
don’t believe Canada has to 
wait for other countries to be¬ 
come more bud-friendly before 
passing legislation of its own. 

The poll, released Tuesday 
by Insights West, found that 52 
per cent of Albertans supported 
legalization, compared to 42 
per cent opposed. 

By comparison, just five 
per cent of Albertans would 
support legalization of ecstasy, 
heroin or powder cocaine and 
four per cent supported legal¬ 
izing crack cocaine or crystal 
meth, according to poll results. 

Respondents were split 
evenly when asked whether 
legalization of marijuana in 
some U.S. states is changing 
their attitudes to similar legisla¬ 
tion in Canada. 

“Albertans are looking at 
marijuana as a substance that 
is more akin to alcohol and to¬ 
bacco than other illegal drugs,” 
said Mario Canseco, vice- 
president of public affairs for 
Insights West. “Residents are 
leaning towards legalization,

but do not appear to be swayed 
by what is happening south of 
the border.” 

Fifty-two per cent said 
they’ve seen somebody smok¬ 
ing marijuana in the last 
month, yet 48 per cent said 
they’ve never tried the drug 
themselves.

15-18 and the study group was 
made up of 627 Your Insights 
panel members who were 18 
years of age or older.

No new bylaws 
for medical pot 

Unlike many other cities, 
Edmonton isn’t planning spe¬ 
cial zoning laws for medical 
marijuana facilities. 

Livia Balone, the city’s 
director of development and 
zoning services, said they saw 
no reason to zone facilities 
for growing medical mari¬ 
juana any differently than 
other industries. 

“We do consider this to be 
under our general industrial 


use under our zoning bylaw,” 
she said. 

Several other cities have 
created unique bylaws for the 
facilities. St. Albert council¬ 
lors reviewed proposed by¬ 
laws earlier this week. Carol 
Bergum, St. Albert’s director 
of planning said they wanted 
the facilities separate from 
other areas.

Fare-evasion ticket 
numbers unchanged 


Transit troubles.

The issue of fare evasion re¬ 
mains unchanged in Edmonton 
transit, with city officials noting 
consistency in the number of 
people caught without paying. 

To date, there have been 


6,038 tickets given to riders, 
representing about 76 per cent 
of the caught fare evaders, fig¬ 
ures which are below the 2013 
ticket totals. The number of 
fare evaders overall is similar 
to the average of 1,000 fare 
evaders per month seen back 
in 2013. 

“The others are usually a 
warning or indication. When 
K-Days and CFR comes around, 
for example, these people are 
good folks, they just don’t 
know how the train system 
works. There’s a big differ-

program. 

“I think because the line is 
going to NAIT and it is manda- 
toiy for (students) to have the 
passes, I think fare evasion 
could go down a little. As we’re 
checking that line, most of the 
kids at NAIT will have these 
passes,” he said. 

Fare evasion is at the discre¬ 
tion of officers, added Flinn, 
with individuals facing a fine 
of $250 if ticketed.

Just two years after being 
awarded startup cash for a 
device to stop hemorrhage 
bleeding, two Edmonton in¬ 
novators, Dennis Filips and 
Ian Atkinson, are now see¬ 
ing their creation being used 
around the world, including 
an unveiling earlier this week 
in Australia. 

Filips, an Edmonton na¬ 
tive, said that, after 20 years 
working as a militaiy trauma 
surgeon, he was inspired to 
create something that short¬ 
ened the gap in time between 
injury and treatment. 

“I wanted to develop a 
device that was much more 
intuitive and much quicker 
than anything that existed,” 
he said, “so that it could be 
truly put on at the time of the 
injury without there being a 
lot of trained experts around.” 

The result: the iTClamp 
Hemorrhage Control System, 
a device that seals the area 
around a wound by clamping 
the skin together. 

After receiving the Ven- 
turePrize at TEC Edmonton 
2012, iTrauma was able to 
gain momentum, Filips said. 
It’s now being used in 28 dif¬ 
ferent countries. 

“Being grounded here 
in Edmonton, getting inter¬ 
national experience and being 


able to come back and work 
with the local community 
has been certainly integral in 
achieving this,” Filips said. 

Though the device hasn’t 
been approved by Alberta 
Health Services, Filips said, 


“there’s a lot of interest on the 
ground level from EMS and 
Air Ambulance, as well as in 
the hospitals, but there’s just 
more barriers for getting new 
technology into Canada then 
elsewhere.”

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Israel, Hamas extend ceasefire 


Period of calm. 

Interim agreement 
freezes seven-week 
war responsible for 
over 2,200 deaths 


Israel and Gaza’s ruling Hamas 
agreed Tuesday to an open-end¬ 
ed ceasefire after seven weeks 
of fighting — an uneasy deal 
that halts the deadliest war the 
sides have fought in years, with 
over 2,200 killed, but puts off 
the most difficult issues. 


In the end, both sides set¬ 
tled for an ambiguous interim 
agreement in exchange for a 
period of calm. Hamas, though 
badly battered, remains in con¬ 
trol of Gaza with part of its mil- 
itaiy arsenal intact. Israel and 
Egypt will continue to control 
access to blockaded Gaza, de¬ 
spite Hamas’s long-running de¬ 
mand that the border closures 
imposed in 2007 be lifted. 

Hamas declared victory, 
even though it had little to 
show for a war that killed 2,143 
Palestinians, wounded more 
than 11,000 and left some 


100,000 homeless. On the Is¬ 
raeli side, 64 soldiers and five 
civilians were killed. 

Following the announce¬ 
ment, large crowds of Palestin¬ 
ians gathered in celebration, 
waving green hamas flags 
while shooting celebratoiy 
gunfire into the sky. Israel was 
more subdued, a sentiment 
echoed by the U.S. State De¬ 
partment. 

“There’s a long road 
ahead,” said U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Jen Psaki. 
“We’re going into this eyes 
wide open.” the associated press

Russia, Ukraine attend Minsk summit 


The presidents of Russia 
and Ukraine met Tuesday 
for their first bilateral 
talks at a much-anticipated 
summit in Minsk, Belarus, 
which many voiced hopes 
may bring an end to fight¬ 
ing between Kyiv’s forces 
and pro-Russia separatists. 

Vladimir Putin and Pet- 
ro Poroshenlco met in the 
Belarusian capital, the first 
such meeting between the 
countries’ heads of state 
since Ukraine’s pro-Russian 


ex-president was ousted 
from power in February, 
according to the Twitter 
account of the Ukrainian 
presidential administra¬ 
tion. 

While it is still unclear 
if the two leaders will 
find common ground and 
pave a way for peace in 
east Ukraine, the face-to- 
face meeting was a break¬ 
through for both sides. 

Poroshenlco said the 
purpose of the visit was 


to identify a political com¬ 
promise, not continue the 
present path towards a mil¬ 
itary solution. 

Putin devoted much of 
his opening statement to 
trade, noting that if Ukraine 
enters the EU it will ad¬ 
versely affect the Russian 
economy — Russia had 
been counting on Ukraine 
to join an alternative eco¬ 
nomic bloc consisting of 
Belarus and Kazakhstan. 

Ukraine is set to ratify 


the agreement to join the 
EU in September. Putin 
did note that a military 
solution could not prevent 
further escalation, while 
Ukraine continued its call 
for the rebels to withdraw 
and hand control back to 
Kyiv. 

Putin and Poroshenlco 
were joined by presidents 
from Belarus and Kazakh¬ 
stan, in addition to three 
senior European Union of¬ 
ficials.

Canada’s Ebola 
team evacuated 

Canada is evacuating its 
three-member mobile lab 
team from Sierra Leone after 
people in their hotel complex 
tested positive for Ebola. 

The Public Health Agency 
of Canada says the Canadians 
had no contact with the 
sick individuals and are not 
themselves showing signs of 
illness. 


In an emailed statement, 
the agency says the risk is 
low that any of the Canadians 
are infected. It says the three 
will remain in voluntaiy 
isolation and will be closely 
monitored on their way 
home and after they return 
to Canada. 

The agency says Can¬ 
ada remains committed to 
helping contain the Ebola 
outbreak. It is not clear when 
the Canadians will fly back 
to Canada or by what means.

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Rangers not armed 
for climate change 



Arctic land patrol. 

Thinner sea ice, 
unfamiliar animals and 
unpredictable weather 
make the job tougher 


A new report says global 
warming has so altered the 
Arctic that the Canadian Ran¬ 
gers — largely aboriginal re¬ 
servists who patrol the North 
— need new equipment to 
navigate a vast terrain they 
barely recognize anymore. 

The frozen land of their 
forefathers now has much 
thinner sea ice, weather that 
is no longer predictable, 
unfamiliar southern birds 
and mammals that have mi¬ 
grated north and traditional 
game that is disappearing 
and tastes funny. 

And their patrols for the 
military have become more 
dangerous, especially as they 
travel where once-solid ice is 
now unreliable for sea cross¬ 
ings. 

The 54 Canadian Rangers 
interviewed for a June mil¬ 
itary report say they need 
satellite phones, GPS naviga¬ 
tion tools and better search- 
and-rescue equipment, along 
with the basic kit they’ve 
been demanding for years, 
including rifles and sleeping 
bags. 

The document, obtained 


by The Canadian Press under 
the Access to Information 
Act, comes as Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper concludes 
his annual Northern tour 
in Iqaluit by participating 
in the sovereignty exercise 
Operation Nanoolc 14. 

The report drew on focus 
groups gathered in four com¬ 
munities, and recommends 
the government look for 


ways to provide the 5,000 
Canadian Rangers such basic 
equipment as cold-weather 
coats. 

“The elders used to be 
able to predict the weather 
by looking at the clouds; 
they can’t do that anymore. 
You can’t predict the weath¬ 
er anymore,” was a typical 
comment on the impact of 
climate change, which has 


reduced snow cover, led to 
earlier springs and generated 
fiercer winter winds. 

Snowmobiles are becom¬ 
ing less available as the snow 
disappears, making it harder 
to travel. 

“We never used to have 
forest fires. Now we have 
more and more each sum¬ 
mer,” said one participant.

Court. Case claiming royal 
law discriminates against 
Catholics dismissed 


Ontario’s top court says a 
Roman Catholic man can’t 
challenge a royal succession 
law that he says discriminates 
against his religion. 

Biyan Teslcey tried to ask 
the courts to strike down a rule 
prohibiting Catholics from as¬ 
cending to the throne, arguing 
it violates the charter. 

But the Court of Appeal for 
Ontario upheld a lower-court 
decision, ruling that the suc¬ 
cession rules are not subject to 
charter scrutiny and that Tes- 
lcey had no standing to bring 
the challenge. 

Canada joined 16 other 


Commonwealth countries, fol¬ 
lowing a British request, to fast 
track a change to royal succes¬ 
sion laws. 

The revamped succession 
laws eliminate the outdated 
tradition that favoured male 
heirs over their older sisters, 
giving females equal status, and 
ending a 300-year-old rule that 
bans the monarch from mar¬ 
riage to a Roman Catholic. 

Teskey tried to argue that 
the changes did not go far 
enough because they still mean 
a Roman Catholic person can¬ 
not succeed to the throne.

Police say man entered 
the wrong home, 'felt 
remorse for his actions' 
and left apology note

Even though a 19-year-old man 
entered Justin Trudeau’s family 
home and considered stealing 
a set of butcher knives and 
some electronics, Ottawa police 
say the case “didn’t meet the 
threshold” for trespassing or 
breaking-and-entering charges 
to be laid. 

Staff Sgt. Kal Ghadban told 
reporters Tuesday the man 
identified in a widely distribut¬ 
ed surveillance video was veiy 
drunk and entered the Trudeau 
family home by mistake in the 
early hours of Aug. 16, think¬ 
ing it was a friend’s house. He 
came forward to police after 
his photo was pasted on news¬ 
papers across the city and left a 
note as an apology, not a threat, 
Ghadban said. 

“After realizing he entered 
the wrong home, the subject 
felt remorse for his actions,” 
Ghadban told reporters at a 
media briefing Tuesday. 


“He decided to leave a note 
behind for the homeowners. 
Any time a stranger comes into 
your home and a note is left 
behind, this can be deemed as 
threatening and disturbing and 
interpreted as a threat. How¬ 
ever, there is no evidence to 
suggest that there is or was a 
threat made to the residents of 
that home.” 


When the stoiy first broke, 
the note, reportedly warning 
the Trudeaus to lock their door, 
was deemed to be threatening, 
as it was laid across an array of 
butcher knives. 

Ghadban told reporters that 
the 19-year-old man considered 
stealing the knives and a piece 
of electronics, but quickly 
changed his mind and didn’t 


take anything. 

A statement from Trudeau’s 
office Tuesday called the inci¬ 
dent “a police matter.” 

The statement said police 
“have made the determination 
to not press charges,” adding, 
“We fully respect the Ottawa 
Police Services’ responsibility 
to make this determination.”

Sex killer Russell Williams has 
reached an out-of-court settle¬ 
ment with some of his victims. 

Michael Pretsell, lawyer for 
both one of Williams’ sexual 
assault victims and the family 
of one of Williams’ murder vic¬ 
tims, says financial settlements 
have been resolved “to the mu¬ 
tual satisfaction of all parties.” 

Pretsell says in a statement 
that the lawsuits on behalf of 
Williams’ first sexual assault 
victim, “Jane Doe,” and the 


family of murder victim Jessica 
Lloyd are now settled. 

Pretsell’s clients had also 
sued Williams’ wife, Maiy Eliza¬ 
beth Harriman, alleging Wil¬ 
liams secretly and fraudulently 
transferred assets to his wife in 
March 2010 after he was crim¬ 
inally charged, including their 
house in Ottawa. Harriman had 
denied those claims and Pret¬ 
sell says the lawsuits against 
her have now been dismissed.

Two of Canada’s top telecom¬ 
munications companies have 
teamed up to launch a subscrip¬ 
tion video-on-demand service 
they say can rival the current 
industiy titan Netflix without 
cannibalizing their own cable 
and television-on-demand ser¬ 
vices. 

Called “Shomi,” the new 
service kicks off in November 
and will initially be available to 
Rogers and Shaw Internet or TV 
customers, the companies an¬ 
nounced Tuesday. 


AU about the Netflix? 


The new service comes 
amid research that shows 
households are increasingly 
abandoning traditional TV 
in favour of online services. 


• In Canada, up to 665,000 
households are expected 
to rely only on Netflix or 
other online services by 
the end of the year, ac¬ 
cording to a study by the 
Convergence Consulting 
Group. 


The service will comple¬ 
ment each telecom’s existing 
television programming by giv¬ 
ing users access to past seasons 
of current shows, as well as 
movies and exclusive content, 
with some original offerings 


on the horizon, Rogers Media 
president Keith Pelley said. 

Shomi has past-season 
streaming rights to a host of 
popular TV shows, including 
Modem Family, Sons of An¬ 
archy and 2 Broke Girls. 

Users will be able to access 
240 TV series and 1,200 movies 
on tablets, mobile, online and 
through Xbox 360 as well as set 
top boxes, the companies said. 

Shomi will have 30 per cent 
Canadian content, and both 
companies said they are open 
to working with other distri¬ 
bution partners. “Quite a few 
titles” will come from the CBC, 
they said. 

The suggested retail price is 
$8.99 a month, with packaging 
and bundling options to be an¬ 
nounced.

The Mummy's curse 


Dig in. Archeologists 
like Indiana Jones and 
Lara Croft have stirred 
up trouble ever since 
1932's The Mummy 


Angelina Jolie became a 
superstar playing Lara Croft — 
originating in a popualr vide 
game franchise — the athletic, 
aristocratic archeologist and 
star of two movies, Lara Croft: 
Tomb Raider and The Cradle of 
Life. 

The movie that established 
the link between archeology 
and the paranormal was 1932’s 
The Mummy. It was inspired by 
the opening of Tutankhamun’s 
tomb and the controversy over 
his “curse” in 1922.

A new thriller, As Above, So 
Below, follows in a long trad¬ 
ition of Hollywood movies. 
Mad Men co-star Ben Feldman 
and Edwin Hodge play arche¬ 
ologists who uncover a dark 
secret whle exploring the miles 
of unmapped catacombs under 
Paris. 

According to Romancing the 
Stones: Archaeology in Popu¬ 
lar Culture by Mark A. Hall, 
eveiy decade since the 1920s 
has produced at least one film 
dealing with the eerie aspects 
of archeology. “In the 1932 
film The Mummy,” writes Hall, 
“the archaeologist Sir Joseph 
Whemple states: ‘much more 
is learned from studying bits 
of broken potteiy than from all 
the sensational finds. Our job is 
to increase the sum of human 
knowledge of the past,’ but it 
is often as a foil for the super¬ 
natural elements to come.” 

Harrison Ford played the 
screen’s most famous archeolo¬

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Long-awaited comeback 


Kate Bush ends 
35 -year absence 
from the stage 

British pop singer Kate 
Bush makes her long-await¬ 
ed return to the stage this 
week, 35 years after ending 
her only previous live tour. 

Tickets for the 56-year- 
old’s 22 shows at London’s 
Hammersmith Apollo, 
where Bush last performed 
in 1979, sold out in 15 
minutes when they went 
on sale in March as fans 
clamoured to be part of his- 
toiy. “We’re all veiy excited 
about the upcoming shows 
and are working veiy 
hard,” she wrote. “It’s going 
veiy well indeed.” 

But she asked that 
fans leave their electronic 
devices at home. 

“ft would mean a great 
deal to me if you would 
please refrain from taking 
photos or filming during 
the shows,” she said. 

“I veiy much want to 
have contact with you as an 
audience, not with iPhones, 
iPads or cameras. I know 
it’s a lot to ask but it would 
allow us to all share in the 
experience together.” 

Bush burst onto the 
scene in 1978 at 19 when 
her debut single Wuthering 
Heights went to the top of 
Britain’s singles chart, stay¬ 
ing there for four weeks. 



The song’s distinctive 
soprano vocals and ethereal 
video divided audiences, 
but Bush cemented her 
reputation as one of pop’s 
true innovators with her 
follow-up singles. 

Her 2011 album 50 
Words for Snow was the 
last of 10 album releases, 
but her only tour took 
place in April and May of 
1979. 

Despite the success of 
the Tour of Life, a theatrical 
spectacle, Bush would not 
perform live again for over 
three decades. 

Various theories as to 
why include a lack of artis¬ 
tic control, a chronic fear of 
flying and genuine anguish 
caused by the death of her 
roadie in 1979.

Prince-Warner get fresh start 
with two September releases 



Double whammy. 
With their epic dispute 
finally at an end, the 
aop star and major 
abel are reuniting 


Pop star Prince will release 
two new albums at the end 
of September, his record 
label said on Tuesday, mark¬ 
ing the end of one of the 
longest-running employ¬ 
ment disputes in musical 
histoiy. 

Prince, 56, fell out with 
Warner Bros Records in the 
early 1990s, prompting him 
to change his name to an un¬ 
pronounceable symbol and 
appear in public with the 
word “slave” daubed across 
his face. 

The name change bewil¬ 
dered fans and led the press 
to dub him “The Artist For¬ 
merly Known as Prince.” 

But following a recon¬ 
ciliation with Warner Bros 
Records announced earlier 
this year, two albums — Art 
Official Age and Plectrum- 
electrum — will be released 
on Sept. 30, the label said on 


its website. 

Art Official Age is a 
13-traclc solo album, de¬ 
scribed by the label as “a 
contemporary concoction of 
soul, R&B and funk.” 

The second is by Prince’s 
new band 3RDEYEGIRL con¬ 
sisting of guitarist Donna 
Grantis, drummer Hannah 
Ford Welton and bassist Ida 
Nielsen. Many of its “funk- 
roclc” tracks were performed 
live on the group’s recent 
mini-tour. 

Warner Bros acknow¬ 
ledged the acrimonious dis¬ 
pute with the star — who it 
first signed in 1977 — in the 
announcement. 

The renewed partner¬ 
ship came about after it “re¬ 
turned to Prince the master 
recordings of his pioneering 
1980s albums, including 
Dirty Mind, Purple Rain and 
Sign o’ the Times, it said. 

The singer had demanded 
that he should retain the 
original master tapes of his 
albums. 

Prior to the reconcilia¬ 
tion with Warner Bros Re¬ 
cords, Prince had used his 
own NPG Records label to 
release his more recent rec¬ 
ords. AFP

Award-winning British rock¬ 
ers Arctic Monkeys, whose 
cheeky garage punk origins 
have evolved seamlessly into 
stadium-filling success across 
the U.S., are ready for a break. 

Shrugging off the label of 
World’s Biggest Band in some 
sections of the music press, 
the indie-roclc stars told AFP 
in an interview at Tokyo’s 
Summer Sonic festival that 
they were looking forward to 
some downtime after taking 
the United States by storm. 

“There isn’t any rush to 
do something else yet,” said 
drummer Matt Helders. “For 
now, this album seems like 
a place to leave it for a bit. 
We’ve never really had an 
indefinite chunk of time off. 
I don’t think we can tour (this 
record) anymore.” 

The release of their fifth 
album AM last September 
triggered a flood of critical ac¬

Getting to the cortex of the brain matter. 
Why we learn better on good night’s sleep 


Amid mounting evidence of 
the important relationship 
between sleep and motor 
learning, researchers at the 
University of Montreal have 
identified areas of the brain 
that are critical in training 
the body’s movements and 
found these regions com¬ 
municate better after a good 
night’s sleep. 

Although sleep is well- 
known in the scientific 
community to aid motor 
learning, no prior under¬ 
standing as to why had been 


explained. 

Researchers studied piano 
players to find out more 
about the subcortical regions 
of the brain. 

“The subcortical regions 
are important in information 
consolidation, especially in¬ 
formation linked to a motor 
memory trace,” said Karen 
Debas, neuropsychologist at 
the University of Montreal 
and leader author of the 
study. 

Participants were at¬ 
tached to fMRI machines 


during mock concerts before 
and after a period of sleep, 
and a separate control group 
was twice-tested without a 
period of sleep. 

“A night of sleep seems 
to provide active protection 
of this network, which the 
passage of daytime does not 
provide. Moreover, only a

U.S. Open. Canada’s 
star player steamrolls 
to 6-2, 6-1 win at 
Flushing Meadows 


Eugenie Bouchard needs to 
put her hard-court struggles 
behind her if she wants to 
make another deep Grand 
Slam run. 

A 59-minute dismantling 
of Olga Govortsova in the first 
round of the U.S. Open will 
certainly go a long way. 

Bouchard, the women’s 
seventh seed from West- 
mount, Que., steamrolled her 
way into the second round at 
Flushing Meadows with a 6-2, 
6-1 win over Govortsova on 
Tuesday. 

She produced 19 winners 
and broke on four of six chan¬ 
ces against her 117th-ranlced 
Belarusian opponent, whom 
she also beat two years ago on 
hard court in Washington. 

“It’s definitely never easy 
in the first round of a Grand 
Slam, so I’m happy to get a 
win under my belt,” said the 
Wimbledon finalist. “I want to 
get on a roll and keep the mo¬ 
mentum going.” 

Bouchard, the only woman 
to reach the semifinals of all 
three previous Grand Slams 
this season, defended all three 
break points she faced against 
Govortsova. 

After failing to convert two 
break points in the fourth 
game of the first set, Bouchard 
won four straight games to 
take the set 6-2. 

Two more breaks put Bou¬ 
chard up 2-0 and 5-1 in the 
second set, then she finished 


Govortsova off on her first 
match point when the Belaru¬ 
sian hit the net. 

Bouchard has excelled at 
Grand Slam events this season, 
but has struggled on the hard 
court this season winning just 
one match over three events 
leading up to the U.S. Open. 

“The past few weeks have 
been a bit of a struggle. I don’t 
feel like I’m putting too many 
high expectations on myself,” 
Bouchard said. “I have the in¬ 
ner confidence that I know if 
I’m playing as well as I know I 
can that I can do well. 

“I don’t want to set a 


specific goal to reach a certain 
round, because eveiy round is 
so tough here. I always know 
that I can do well.” 

Bouchard, playing the U.S. 
Open for the second time after 
winning a round in her 2013 
debut, will next play Roma¬ 
nia’s Sorana Cirstea. 

She said that she has put 
in extra time training in New 
York after recovering from a 
hamstring injuiy which lim¬ 
ited her at her previous event 
in New Haven last week. 

“I hurt it during a practice a 
few days before the event, and 
really cut down on practice 


before the event,” she said.

Four-cylinder engines have 
vastly improved over the 
years and, in many cases, 
they’ve become so powerful 
that some models don’t even 
offer V6 engines anymore. 
But there are buyers who still 


want that bigger engine, and 
one still offering it is the Nis¬ 
san Altima. 

Although the four-cylinder 
Altima comes in four trim 
lines, the V6 comes only in 
top-line SL trim, starting at 
$32,998. 

This also gives you such 
creature comforts as dual¬ 
zone climate control, heated 
leather seats, a heated steer¬ 
ing wheel, premium stereo 
and a rear-view monitor. 

My tester was further op¬ 
tioned with a Technology 
Package for $1,100, which 
added navigation, lane-de¬ 
parture warning, blind-spot 


monitor, and moving-obstacle 
detection, which warns if ped¬ 
estrians or vehicles are near¬ 
by when backing up. 

The 3.5-litre engine 
makes 270 horsepower, and 
it’s powerful and quiet. It’s 
mated to a continuously vari¬ 
able transmission (CVT), an 
automatic that uses pulleys 
instead of gears for optimum 
fuel economy. 

These units can sometimes 
feel unusual, but the Altima 
is among the best I’ve driven, 
and it’s hard to detect that it 
isn’t a regular transmission. 

In combined driving, I 
averaged a decent 7.6 L/100 


1cm, which was also well with¬ 
in the car’s published range. 

The ride is stable and 
smooth, but I did find the 
steering a bit jerky, especially 
on longer, sweeping curves. 
Test-drive it thoroughly, and 
at lower and higher speeds, to 
determine if it’s right for you. 

The interior is roomy and 
handsome, and I like that the 
controls are big and easy to 
use when driving. 

Those in the rear seat will 
enjoy lots of legroom, but al¬ 
though the seats fold down 
for extra trunk space, you 
don’t get a completely flat 
cargo floor.

The Coquihalla:

Colloquially known as 
The Coq, this major 
north-south, avalanche- 
prone arteiy links the 
lower mainland with the 
Okanagan and travels 
over veiy high mountain 
passes. 

It can be easy on the 
eyes in the summer, 
with breathtaking Alpine 
views, but a section 
known as The Smasher 
(the area through the 
snow shed to the top), 
can wreak havoc all year 
round. 


“In the summertime, 
vehicles will start to 
overheat, transmissions 
will get hot and fail some¬ 
times,” explains Davis. 

“In the wintertime, 
guys will either smash 
their trucks up or they’ll 
smash their gears and 
their rear ends. It’s hard 
on equipment.” 

Jamie’s Tip: Be pre¬ 
pared. Fill up before you 
go and have survival gear 
in your car: warm blan¬ 
kets, candles, extra food 
and water. “You could 
conceivably be shut down 
on that mountain for 10 
hours.”

Blowing snow and black 
ice can cause chaos on 
Hwy. 63 in northern Al¬ 
berta (top photo), which 
serves the Athabasca Oil 
Sands. 

Construction is underway 
to twin the road but, for 
now, it remains mostly 
a two-lane undivided 
highway. 

“There is a lot of 
heavy-duty, industrial, 
slow-moving traffic on 
there, and people want to 
pass the loads, so there are 
a tremendous amount of 


head-on accidents,” says 
Davis. “Workers come out 
of the oilfields wanting to 
get home after three weeks 
in and they’re raring to go, 
almost recklessly hying to 
get home.” 

Traffic is lighter on 
Hwy. 881, but it is the 
detour route whenever 
accidents close 63. 

From 2006-10, there 
were 3,339 accidents on 
both highways combined, 
resulting in 99 deaths. 

Jamie’s Tip: A lot of 
people won’t travel these 
highways during shift- 
change days: Tuesdays and 
Thursdays.

Highway 3: 

Hope to Princeton 

This established highway, built 
a half-centuiy ago to serve the 
Kootenays and the lower part of 
the province, can be a white- 
knuckled affair for inexperi¬ 
enced drivers, made all the 
more intimidating by the lack of 
guardrails. 

Wits need to be kept on 
Slcaja Bluffs and 21-mile curve, 
a.lc.a. Dead Man’s Curve, a 
couple of hairpin deathtraps. 

“Slcaja has seen a couple of 
big-rig accidents,” says Davis. 

“But it probably catches 
more motorcycles off guard 
than anything else, and 21-mile 
curve is notorious for tractor- 
trailer rollovers coming down 
the hill.” 

Jamie’s Tip: Don’t be brazen 
or cocky with the road or it will 
bite back.

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New engine prefers running in circles 


Autopilot. Although 
axial designs have 
never worked before, a 
New Zealand company 
thinks it has perfected 
the idea 



An internal combustion en¬ 
gine usually employs mul¬ 
tiple cylinders arranged in 
a straight line (14 or 16), in 
two banks of opposing cylin¬ 
ders in a V-shape (V6, V8), or 
along a flat plane (Subaru and 
Porsche). 

These various configura¬ 
tions have served us well, but 
a New Zealand firm called 
Duke Engines believes we 
should also try going around 
in circle. 

Now, there have been 
circular, or arial, designs 
in the past — most notably 
on Second World War era 
aircraft. With Duke’s circular 


engine, the pistons not only 
go up and down as normal, 
they also circulate around an 
axis (the crankshaft). That’s 
why the configuration is 
called axial. 

An important point in 
any discussion about axial 
engines is that none have 
ever been successful. 

Having pistons go up and 
down and around is not a 
recipe for smoothness, and 
presents lots of challenges 
for lubrication sealing and 
keeping the stress out of that 
one crankshaft bearing. 

The main advantages are 
that you don’t need a big 
heavy block to hold those 
pistons, and you don’t need 
spark plugs and fuel inject¬ 
ors for each cylinder. Since 
the pistons rotate, they move 
over to the firing station, 
then on to the exhaust sta¬ 
tion, and around again. 

Duke’s prototype has 
five cylinders but only three 
sets of ports, spark plugs 
and injectors, yet produces 
the same amount of power 
strokes as a six-cylinder 
engine. 

So compactness and

light weight are the major 
hallmarks of this design. The 
whole thing can be pack¬ 
aged in a veiy tidy barrel-lilce 
housing, to make a very 
dense power unit. 

The way everything 
moves inside that barrel is 
quite elegant, too. 

Duke’s chief technology 
officer, Mike Fry, recently 
told the Society of Auto¬ 
motive Engineers that the 
engine “is on the cusp of 
commercialization” and that 
the firm is now looking for 
the right first application. 

It’s not likely that the 
first application will be in a 
vehicle. Its best first chance 
is probably something mil¬ 
itary, marine or aerospace. 


But Duke said the engine 
would work well as an 
automotive range-extender 
engine. (Think of auxiliaiy 
gas engines in the Chevrolet 
Volt and Cadillac ELR). 


It also feels like there is 
more willingness out there 
to challenge the status quo of 
the auto industiy. 

Maybe some upstart tech¬ 
nology company, or some 


non-automotive company, 
will take the Duke circular 
engine and run with it, and 
give the internal combustion 
engine another interesting 
chapter.

Crotch-rocket proves 
surprisingly comfy and 
nimble on Okanagan's 
tricky twists and turns

Supersport (a.lc.a. crotch-rock¬ 
et) bikes are designed for one 
purpose: racing. 

Built for speed, the rider 
triangle is intentionally com¬ 
pact and not necessarily con¬ 
ducive to taller riders. Since 
I stand 5 foot 11 inches, I 
have intentionally shied away 
from them. 

But then I spent two days 
at the California Superbilce 
School in Las Vegas, learning 
the ropes of supersport riding 
and developing high-speed 
cornering and braking skills. 

I pushed my limits beyond 
the comfort zone and gained 
invaluable knowledge about 
what bikes can do, as well as 
what I can do riding one. 


Naturally, I wanted to put 
my newfound abilities to 
good use and give supersport 
riding another shot. 

So Bariy Wellings, owner 
of Valley Moto Sport in Ke¬ 
lowna, let me borrow a 2014 
Kawasaki ZX-6R ABS, which 
sells for about $12,500. 

“There are no miles on 
it, so watch the tires,” he 
warned. “The guys just put 
it together. They don’t stick 
around veiy long — riders 
love this model.” 

Standing before me was a 
brand new, sexy, full-fairing 
motorcycle in pearl flat crys¬ 
tal white (which matched my 
Alpinestars leathers and Arai 
helmet beautifully), with flat 
black accents. 

Once seated in the 
32.7-inch-high saddle, I was 
pleasantly surprised by how 
well I fit the bike. My thighs 
moulded right below the 
bevelled tank as my knees 
gripped either side. 

After a few kilometres on 
the road, I was even more 
surprised with the comfort¬ 
able angle of my wrists, and 
how natural it was to keep

my elbows tucked in. Steer¬ 
ing was effortless and I truly 
felt like one with the bike. 

A quick fill-up and I was 
off for a 2 1/2-hour lap around 
Okanagan Lake, including 70 
kilometres of twisties along 
the thrilling Westside Road. 


As I opened the throttle 
on the highway, this middle¬ 
weight was quick to let me 
know that its 636-cc liquid- 
cooled in-line four-cylinder, 
four-stroke engine produces 
enough torque to kick-start 
my heart. 


After a half hour of sweep¬ 
ing curves and spectacular 
sceneiy above Kalamalka 
Lake, I settled in without any 
complaints from my body. 

At the head of the lake, I 
made a turn onto Westside 
Road. There are several warn¬ 


ing signs along this stretch 
reminding motorists of the 
tricky navigation, which is 
what makes it so enticing to 
motorcycle riders. 

Riding fast with your hair 
on fire is not required to fully 
enjoy this piece of fresh pave¬ 
ment. Those who have tried, 
and failed, are honoured with 
makeshift memorials, at sev¬ 
eral points along the road. 

I kept a good pace within 
my limits and was exhila¬ 
rated with the handling and 
performance of the ZX-6R. 
The traction control gave 
me peace of mind, the ABS 
evenly slowed the bike down 
entering the curves, and the 
low- to mid-range torque 
consistently pulled me out 
of the tight corners. The bike 
weighs about 430 pounds, but 
rides like it’s half that. 

I pulled into the parking 
lot where Wellings was wait¬ 
ing with another eager rider. 

“The tires are warmed up,” 
I smiled. 

I called him later to tiy to 
arrange more photos of the 
ZX-6R, and wasn’t surprised 
to discover it had been sold.
